Italy backs Palestine rights 


KUWAIT, Sept. 15 (Agencies) — The 
Italian President Sandro Pertini was quoted 
in an interview here Monday as saying be 
supports the Palestinians' right to a homeland 
and considers Israel's decision to formally 
annex Jerusalem “a grave mistake." 

“The Palestinian people should have their 
■own homeland and be allowed to exercise 
their right to self-determination ” Pertini was 
quoted as saying by the dailyAI -Wattan 
“I do not see any reason that prevents die 
Palestinian people having a homeland, they 
are entitled to such a homeland, and after 
that they can recognize Israel. The Palesti- 
nian people will not be in a position to call for 
Israel's destruction because such a behavior 
will involve a contradiction and lead to war," 
he was quoted as saying. 

“The Jews have been perserJCfled in Europe 
and not in the East, therefore they cannot 
hold the Arab world responsible for their 
sufferings in Europe," Pertini was quoted. 


Israel's declaration of Jerusalem as its capi- 
tal “is a provocation to the Arab world and a 
grave mistake" the interview added. 

The interview was published on the eve of 
Pertini’ s 24-hour stopover in Kuwait on his 
way to China. 

The Italian president was quoted as saying 
that he “saw no reason that prevents creating 
a situation in the holy city whereby Islam, 
Christianity and Judaism co- exist/' 1 

The newspaper said the president declined 
to answer the question ■ whether Italy 
intended^ to recognize the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO). 

The president said, however, that it was for 
the Italian government to answer the ques- 
tion. 'T have always said that the Palestinians 
should have a home and the self- 
determination right.” he add'd. 

President Pertini is expected to stop in 
Kuwait Tuesday night, leaving for China the 
next day. 


Pledges cooperation with Arabs 

Jordan vows to free usurped land 


AMMAN. Sept. 15 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Mudar Badran Monday pledged doser_ 
cooperation with other Arab countries 
and Palestine liberation Organization to 
force Israel into quitting occupied Arab ter- 
ritories, including East Jerusalem. The 46- 
year-old Badran made the pledge in a policy 
statement at parliament. He sought a vote of 
confidence to endorse his newly-formed gov- 
ernment. 

He reiterated Jordan’s opposition to the 
U ^.-sponsored Camp David process for a 
comprehensive peace in the Middle East and 
said the Camp David accords helped catch 
M the Egyptian leadership in the Zionist trap. 
til By signing a separate with Israel, Badran 
V 1 said the “Egyptian leadership has been 
s-’ uprooted from Arab ranks." Jordan, which 
has the longest Arab border with Israel, will 


concentrate on promoting understanding 
among the rest of the Arab countries to be 
able to fullfil their national commit- 
ments...toward the liberation of usurped 
Arab land, including Arab Jerusalem," he 
said. 

Badran called for non-interference in the 
domestic affairs of all Arab countries, urged 
closer ties with Islamic nations and vowed 
“continued efforts to consolidate the PLO's 
steadfastness and help Palestinian people win 
their right to self- determination." 

Badran also pledged his government, 
formed Aug. 28 . to strengthen the array, fight 
fanaticism and extremism and combat infla- 
tion. Badran replaced caretaker Prime Minis- 
ter Qassrm Rimawi, who was appointed after 
former Prime Minister Abdul Hamid Sharaf. 



second-largest producer after Saudi Arabia 
at 9.5 million bpd. 

At a press conference after the session, 
OPEC Secretary- General Rene Ortiz discus- 
sed in vague terms the course of the meeting 
which indicated that the dispute had not held 
up progress. 

He said that the delegates heard the report 
of the long-term strategy committee, and dis- 
cussed the plan of action of the strategy and 
the draft of policy declaration. He added that 
the delegates intend to discuss thoroughly 
their relations wiih other developing coun- 
tries, a reference to the expected $ 20 billion 
aid agency that will be pan of the strategy. 
The ministers resumed their meeting Mon- 
day evening. 

In response to reporters' questions, 
Yamani said Saudi Arabia had still made no 
decision about its fourth quarter production, 
which Iran wants reduced. 

The OPEC long-term strategy also 
indudes provision for aid to developing coun- 
tries by richer ones. Algerian Foreign Minis- 
ter Muhammad Benyahia called on industrial 
countries to negotiate with OPEC on help for 
the Third World. 

“ The developing countries still use argu- 
ments over the price of oil to block discussion 
of the structure of the world economy, " he 
said in an opening speech of the 13- country 
conference in Vienna’s sprawling Hofburg 
Palace. 

Venezuelan Mining Minister Humberto 
Calderon- Berti said his country would press 
its joint proposal with Algeria for a S 20 bil- 
lion OPEC bank to aid developing countries. 

“ We need something for the summit, ” erf 
OPEC heads erf state in Baghdad this 
November, ’* he said. “ The developing 
countries are waiting for us. " 

Yamani had said before the start of the 
official sessions that he hoped for a unanim- 
ous approval of the long-term strategy prop- 
osal, worked out earlier bya committee of six 
oil ministers including himself. 

The proposal includes provisions for rais- 
ing oil prices every three months to keep up 
with world inflation, currency fluctuations 
and economic growth in industrial countries. 

In a statement marking the opening of the 
conference and the 20th anniversary of 
OPECs foundation, OPEC noted that it is 
preparing a long-term policy “orientated 
(SIC) towards world economic interdepen- 
dence." 

The statement declared: “Failure on the 
part of the industrialized countries to agree to 
this principle of interdependence would not 
be conducive under the present world 
economic order to rectifying the imbalances 
which continue to affect the relationship bet- 
ween developed and developing countries." 

It then stressed: “These imbalances could 
certainly be overcome through co-operation 
rather than confrontation, and the economic 
boat in which we all sit restored to an even 
keel, thus enabling mankind to set course 
toward a better future.” 

In a comment of particular interest to 
developing nations, OPEC said it granted aid 
without strings because it genuinely sought to 
“promote the well being of the Third Weald." 

Noting that OPEC does not use aid as a 
means of promoting its own exports, “as is 
usually the rase with industrialized-counny 
donois,' ’ the statement said that OPEC aid to 
tiie other developing countries is “markedly 
superior to the aid provided by the rich indus- 
trialized countries.” 

This was despite the fact that the gross 
national product of all 13 OPEC members is 
only seven per cent of GNP by the 24-nation 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 

Indonesian Oil Minister Professor Subroto 
stressed that the coordination and unification 
of OPEC policies are the main aims of the 
organization. In a statement marking the 
opening of the OPEC conference, he 
declared: 

“The principal aims of- OPEC which 
Indonesia fully subscribes to are the coordi- 
nation of the petroleum policies, coordina- 
tionand unification of member countries and 
the determination of the best means for 
safeguarding their interests, individually and 
collectively.” 
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‘Europe has 
confidence 
in Egypt ’ 

CAIRO. Sept. 15 (Agencies) — Europe 
has “total confidence" in Egypt’s position on 
a peace settlement in the Mideast, Egyptian 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak said Monday 
in statements published by Egyptian news- 
papers. 

Mubarak — just back from a two-week 
tour erf six Western European countries and 
Romania — said that these countries had ear- 
lier had “reservations" about the Camp 
David accords bur were now convinced that 
they must “support" the Egyptian plan. 

The change of attitude, Mubarak said, was 
due to the results obtained by Egypt's posi- 
tion on the eastern front (Israels withdrawal) 
and its "very firm” position on Jerusalem, 
both of which showed that Egypt was not 
seeking a separate peace but an overall and 
just settlement. 

Only American “pressure” could put an 
end to Israel's “intransigence." Mubarak 
said. 

The vice-president also reported that the 
European people and their leaders had 
expressed “deep esteem” for Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's attitude toward the late 
Shah erf Iran. 

Shamir flies to N.Y. 

In another development Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir left for New York 
Monday to attend the opening of the United 
Nations General Assembly on Tuesday. He 
said Israel would not be surprised if an 
attempt was made to expel it from the Gen- 
eral Assembly but be hoped such moves 
would be defeated. 

Shamir will travel on to Washington on 
Wednesday for talks with U.S. leaders. 

He will meet Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie and other American officials for talks 
on U.S.-Israeli relations. 

Shamir told an airport news conference 
that he also had arranged to meet members of 
the Egyptian delegation to the United 
Nations Genera] Assembly. Egypt’s minister 
of state for foreign affairs Butros GhaJi left 
Cairo Sunday for the United States to join 
foreign minister Kamal Hassan Ali. 

Shamir said that in bis talks with Muskie 
and Secretary of Defense Harold Brown he 
would discuss “bilateral matters such as 
American aid to Israel...and the U.S. stand at 
the United Nations and regional affairs.” 

The minister said he planned to meet “a 
large number of foreign ministers who will be 
attending the General Assembly. 

Shamir’s crip, timed Co coincide with the 
autumn session of the U.N. General Assem- 
bly, which he is to address on Sept. 29, allows 
him ample time to meet Egyptian officials for 
talks on the Palestinian autonomy negotia- 
tions. 

Earlier, Israeli officials would not confirm 
that Shamir planned meetings with tile Egyp- 
tians. Israel has insisted on resuming the aut- 
onomy talks with regular meetings on com- 
mittee levels rather than with ad hoc sessions 
when officials from both countries happen to 
meet 1 

One official said it was possible that a steer- 
ing committee would meet later this week to 
set a timetable for sessions leading up to a 
summit with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
U.S, President Jimmy Carter after the U.S. 
presidential election. 

Ghali in Geneva 

In Geneva Egypt’s minister of state for 
foreign affairs said Monday in Geneva that 
re-election of President Carter would “facili- 
tate'' continuation of the Camp David peace 
talks. But he added that Egypt thinks the 
partners in the talks are “mainly the 
a dminis trations.” 

Minister Butros Butros Ghali was replying 
at a press conference to a question whether 
Egypt f elt a change in the U.S. admin i stration 
would affect the peace process.. JJe said that 
the talks have been conducted mainly with 
administrations “ not so much with the heads 
of slate.” 

“We have begun those negotiations (on 
normalizing relations with Israel) with Mr. 
Nixon.. .and now we are negotiating with Mr. 
Carter. If there is a new president we will 
continue to negotiate with him. If it will be 
the same one, it will facilitate our work 
because be knows all the details of the 

negotiations." 

Butros Ghali said that to Egypt the most 
important thing was that the United States 
had accepted the role of full partner in the 
peace talks which he warned would still 
require a long process “ with a lot of difficul- 
ties"

Martyrs promoted 

89 servicemen killed 
in Medina plane crash 


TAIF, Sept. 15 (SPA) — King Khaled 
ordered Monday promotion of one rank for 
the 89 soldiers and officers killed in the Saudi 
Arabian Royal Air Force plane crash early 
Monday. Their families will receive 
SRI 00,000 assistance from King Khaled aqd 
full monthly salaries at die new ranks of the 
deceased as well 

A Royal Court statement said that King 
Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd expressed 
their deep grief on the death of the soldiers 
aboard the plane. 

A statement issued by the Ministry of 
Defense and Aviation said that a Hercules 
C-130 military plane of the Royal Air Force 
crashed near Medina Airport early Monday 
killing all crew and soldiers aboard. The 
statement offered condolences to King 
Khaled, Crown Prince Fahd and the families 
of the soldiers. ' 

Crown Prince Fahd sent cables ot condol- 
ence to King Khaled. Prince Sultan, defense 
and aviation minister, and Gen. Muhammad 
Saldi Al- Ham mad, chief of staff. He also 
sent condolences to the families of the men 
killed in the accident, on behalf of the King, 
the government and the Saudi Arabian peo- 
ple. 

Forty-one of the victims were buried in 
Medina in the afternoon after funeral prayers 
were performed at the Prophet’s Mosque. 
The remainder were buried after the Assr 
prayers. Medina Governor Prince Abdul 
Mohsen, Sheikh Osman Al- Hu maid, assis- 
tant minister of defense and aviation, Sheikh 


Saad Nasser Al-Sudahi. depu ty Medina gov- 
ernor, and other Armed Forces officers 
attended the funeral prayers. 

A communique issued by the Ministry of 
Defense quoted eyewitnesses as testifying 
that the front section of the plane was ablaze 
when it fell. 

The Hercules C-130 usually has a crew of 
four to five and carries a maximum of 92 
paratroopers. 

The communique said on- the spot inves- 
tigation still was under way to determine the 
cause of the crash. 

The communique said the aircraft was car- 
rying a group of servicemen when it crashed 
near the city. It said all victims were officially 
pronounced martyrs of the armed forces. 
Defense and Aviation Minister Prince Sultan 
also sent telegrams of condolences to Crown 
Prince Fahd and the ;o the families of the 
victims. 

"Preliminary interrogation of witnesses 
who were on the scene proved they saw the 
plane' 5 front section on fire when it crashed,” 
tire communique said. 

This was the second Arab-owned C-130 
Hercules to crash within two weeks. A 
Kuwaiti Hercules crashed in southern France 
on Sept. 5 while on a journey from London to 
Athens, killing five Kuwaiti army majors and 
four crewmen. 

An earlier defense ministry communique 
said Crown Prince Fahd stayed up until dawn 
following the progress of the investigation! 
into the crash. 


Three Arab states support merger 


ALGIERS, Sept. 15 (Agencies) — Three 
more Arab countries Monday gave support 
to the merger agreement between Libya and 
Syria. Jordan and South Yemen announced 
their backing of the move by their official 
news agencies while Algeria sent a message 
to the presidents of the two merging coun- 
tries.

future of all Arab peoples, " said the message 
of Algerian President Chadli Benjedid.

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RABAT, Sept. 1 5 (SPA) — Crown Prince 
Fahd* s call for Jihad, holy snuggle, wiU be one of 
the major issues to be discussed at the meet- 
ing of Islamic foreign ministers opening in 
Fez Thursday, a leading Muslim official said 
Monday. 

Habib Chatti, secretary general of the 
organization of the Islamic conference, said 
upon his arrival here that the extraordinary 
meeting will consider an Islamic strategy to 
confront the Zionist entity. The meeting 
comes at a time when Israel is continuing its 
agression against Arabs in violation of the 
world opinion, he said. 

Meanwhile, Tunisian Interior Minister 
Idris Qiqah Monday said Crown Prince 
; Fahtfs call for holy struggle expresses the 
Wish of Arabs and Muslims for liberating 
“their holy places. The call has created new 
■political and strategic dimensions to the 
meaning of holy straggle, he said. 

“The Kingdom's efforts to dose Arab 
ranks are admirable ones that could achieve 
the supreme objectives of the Arab people," 
he said. “And the Zionist enemy’s daim of 
’■Jerusalem as the eternal capital of Israel is 
not only a challenge to the Arab and Islamic 
-nations, but to world opinion as well.” 

Also commenting on jihad. Arab League 
Secretary General Chedli EClibi said Monday 
that holy struggle does not mean war. Jihad 
.means deep determination of a struggle by 
mobilizing all efforts, at the top of which are 


political, diplomatic, information and milit- 
ary abilities, be said. 

The present U.S. policy, always supporting 
Israel, is considered by Arabs as backing 
Israel in its aggression and criminal practices 
against Arabs, thus making the IJ.S. an 
enemy of the Arabs. He expressed hope that 
the Arab's friends in Europe would develop 
their policy and implement a just and com- 
prehensive settlement that gives the Palesti- 
nian people their legal rights. 

Klibi urged the American people to further 
understand the Middle East question, and 
apply there the same principles they apply oh 
themselves. 

He affirmed the Arab countries refusal to 
let the Arab region enter international. strag- 
gles and maintain the same policy in future to 
save the region from being the hostage of 
foreign conflicts and interests, whether from 
East or West.

Saudi Branch, said the firm won the 38- 
kilometer section D of the expressway with a 
bid of S64 million. A total of 31 companies 
bid for both sections of the expressway. 


The Chinese contractor recently has 
finished a section of the Jeddah- Mecca pil- 
grimage expressway, expected to serve up to 
two million pilgrims later this year. 


Construction of the Hayathem road east of 
Riyadh should begin soon. Sun said, with sur- 
veying already underway.

MEDINA, Sept. 15 (SPA) — The munici- 
pality here has been allocated by the King- 
dom for the coming year, more than SRI .5 
billion, a figure that indudes both the set 
budget amount as well as additional funds. 

Based on 1 instructions from King Khaled. 
Crown Prince Fahd has ordered that SR715 
be set aside for new projects over and above 
those already in the budget of SR6I538 mil- 
lion. 

Added to that in this region is the SR200 
million worth of projects under the Ministry 
of Communication. 

The governor of Medina, Prince Abdul 
Mohsen at a press conference Sunday noted 
some of the more significant projects within 
the new allocations, inducting: 

— completing the drcnlar road (King 
FaisaL Street), SR37 5 million. 

— extending AbazerStreet,SR233.9 
million. 

— beautification of Al-Majakha Street 
and Sanbaliya Square, SR233 million. 

— beautification of the Sefiah area, as weD 
as Bab Al-Salam, Aiuiya, King Abdul Aziz, 
Rumiya and Jadidah streets,- SR21 milli on. 

— beautification of Qaba Al-Tale and 
Manazel, SRI 6.6 million. 

— renovation of Bab AJ-Kouma and 
Suhaimi, SR8.4 million. 

— beautification of Anbariya and Darb 
Al- Juana ez screeets, SR8.2 million, and 

— various compensation, SR283 million. 

Of the municipality s present budget, a 

total of SR3323 million will benefit property 
owners whose real estate was undervalued. 
Prince Abdul Mohsen pointed out. The gov- 
ernment approved compensation of 350 per 
cent for these dozens in the current budget. 

Another major expenditure in die present 
budget is the construction of two tunnels in 
the Prophet's Mosque area, the total cost 
being SR300 milli on with SR273.14 million 
already allocated. Also planned is the second 
phase of the Medina beautification program, 
with its cost set at SR84.4 million. 

Other budget items are: 

. -i — temporary and permanent road work, 
SR30 million. 

— storm water drainage network, SRI 93 
million. 

— reorganizing and fencing gardens, 
SR6.5 million. 

— fencing graveyards, SR6.5 million. 

— fencing and entrances to Baqiq, SR3.56 
million. 

— a central and branch goat market, SRI .9 ' 
million. 

— a vegetable and fruit market, SRI mO- 
lion, and 

— various studies within the municipality, 
SR9J million. 

Prince Fahd also has directed that a 500- 
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room hotel for pilgrims be erected near the 
Prophet’s Mosque. Prince Abdul Mohsen 
said he would discuss die building with the 
deputy governor of Medina, Sheikh Saad 
Al-Nasser AJ- Sudani, and the mayor of 
Medina to find the l best site for the hotels. 

Construction will begin after the end of this 
year's Pilgrimage season, he said. 

One aim of Prince Abdul Mohsen is the 
transformation of the Medina College of 
Education into a university named after King 
Khaled, the prince told reporters in Medina. 

“I wish King Khaled University would be 
opened as soon as studies on its establishment 
are completed, especially now that the King- 
dom already has six universities,” he said. 

The distribution of land to limited income 
people is continuing, the prince said, with the 
municipality makin g sure conditions for 
grants are being fulfilled.

“But do I need him, my friend?” I 
asked. 

“Yes, you certainly do. You can take 
your wife to him for a check-up. After all, 
you are expecting a delightful event, 
aren’t you?” was his remark. 

"That's true", I replied, “but she is still 
in an early stage of pregnancy and we have 
ample time to return home and see our 
doctor there. He is a Saudi Arabian and I 
have a great confidence in his ability. 
Moreover, I am confident of the medical 
facilities which are available in our hospi- 
tals." 

“Maybe, yes”, said he, “but you will 
lose a valuable opportunity for your child, 
as it would become his right to obtain Brit- 
ish citizenship, if bora here.” 

I stood dazed as I was gripped by a 
strange blend of astonishment, anger and 
lament, while he continued redressingly: 
“At least give him an opportunity to opL” 

I said to him: “ My friend, I don’ t quite 
know the circumstances that led you to 
such a type of thinking, but I tell you that 
my son has to be bora under the sun of our 
own land. Not only this, I will also inject in 
him some sands from our desert to mix 
with his blood. I wouldn't give him any 
alternative nor an opportunity for option. 
Don’t forget that the homeland has some 
rights on us.” 

I felt a volley of words hurled into my 
mouth, but I restrained myself. He too 
kept quiet. 


JEDDAH, Sept 15 (SPA) — Dr. Abdul 
Aziz Khoja, deputy information minister and 
chairman of the 'executive board. of the 
Islamic Radios Association, left here Mon- 
day for Tripoli to preside over the sixth ses- 
sion of the executive board.

After discussing and 
studying them, tire board will present the new 
regulations to the general assembly- of the 
association meeting. Dr. Khoja will also 
attend the general assembly meetings Satur- 
day. 

The board will discuss financial issues 
involving the final accounts and estimates for 
1978 and 1979. It will also approve this year’s 
budget and that for 1981, Dr. Khoja said. A 
radio and television studio project will be 
reviewed. 

The success of the studio unit based in Jed- 
dah, despite the limited resources provided, 
is considered a great achievement. Dr. Khoja 
said.

Begin postpones moving 


U.S. told Israelis to slow 


settlement policy in W. Bank 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 — Israel has 
told the United States that it intends to slow 
its settlement policy on the West Bank of 
Jordan and that >«;s Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin is now unlikely to move his office to 
east Jerusalem, according to U.S. officials. 
The more moderate tone of Israeli policy, 
detected by President Carter’s special 
Middle-East envoy Sol Linowitz, helped him 
to persuade the Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to reopen negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

Details of the reasoning which brought 
Egypt back to the negotiating table emerged 
here recently after repeated suggestions that 
President Carter had only announced the 
resumption of talks for political reasons. The 
White House has been working hard to sec- 
ure the support of American Jewish leader- 
ship which has become badly disaffected with 
the Carter administration as a result of its 
recent voting record at the United Nations. 

Although Begin was apparently adamant 
in his talks with Linowitz that Israel would 
not make any "concessions’' to get the talks 
going, he did make it dear that certain 
“ impressions' * could be passed onto Presi- 
dent Sadat. 

Firstly, Linowitz was told by the Israeli 
Agricultural Minister Ariel Sharon, in the 
presence of six other Israeli cabinet officials, 
that only four new settlements would be 
established on the West Bank. 

Secondly, Linowitz was told that because 
several cabinet ministers were opposed to 


Begin moving the prime minister's office to 
east Jerusalem, Begin had derided to post- 
pone the move. 

The final factor which helped Linowitz was 
the assurance from the leaders of the opposi- 
tion Israeli Labor Party that it would oppose 
any attempt in the Knesset to annex the 
Golan Heights, in the maimer of the recent 
decision on east Jerusalem. 

It was these three factors, together with a 
new White House paper,delivered by 
Linowitz, which enabled him to win agree- 
ment on a fresh round . of talks in mid- 
October. To ensure that the momentum is 
not Ibst, between now and then, his deputy 
James Leonard is holding meetings with 
Israeli and Egyptian officials ahead of then- 
next round of Palestinian autonomy talks in 
Washington. 

There can be little doubt, however, that 
Unowitz’s announcement of a resumption erf 
talks, could not have come at a better 
moment for President Carter. It came on the 
night Ronald Reagan was talking to the B’ nai 
B'rith Jewish Organization in Washington 
and at a time when he is working hard to win 
"the Jewish vote. 

However, that still remains in some doubt 
After the White House meeting Monday 
Howard Squadron, the chairman of the con- 
ference of presidents of major Jewish organ- 
izations, noted ruefully “in the past, one 
could judge the Jewish community to be 
fairly definitely in the Democratic col- 
umn.. in this election it’s still up in the air."

Egypt to fix 
meat prices 
after ban 

CAIRO, Sept. 15 (AP) — Egypt's current 
one-month ban on beef and lamb will be fol- 
lowed by government-set prices of these 
favored items in the Egyptian diet. Egyptian 
President Sadat’s cabinet derided Sunday to 
impose the fixed prices. 

The cabinet said the move aims to shatter 
profitters who charge whatever the market 
will bear. This is usually far beyond what the 
workaday Egyptian, with his $350 per capita 
income, can afford. 

The fixings were not announced, but the 
cabinet said they would vary according to 
region and will be adjusted with changes in 
the market. 

Sadat laid down the ban as of Sept. 3, say- 
ing he wanted the government to accumulate 
livestock reserves, then flood the market and 
drive down prices. 

Cairo's usually busy butcher shops have 
been idle since the outset of the ban. and 
Cairenes have clamored around the fish and 
poultry markets.

U.S., Greece discuss bases 


ATHENS, Sept 15 (AFP) — On- anil-off 
negotiations here on America's continued 
right to military bases in Greece and that 
country's re-entry imo the integrated com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion resumed Monday with a meeting bet- 
ween Greek Foreign Minister Consantme 
Mitsotakis and U.S. Ambassador Robert 
McGoskey. 

America's four bases in Greece, backed up 
by a dozen auxiliary installations, are of 

major strategic importance, because they 
help control an area stretching from Spain to 
Iran and from the Balkans to North Africa. 

Hellenikon. near here, which houses the 
U.S. command in this country provided the 
main stopover for the mass evacuation of 
U.S. nationals from Iran following the over- 
throw of the Shah. Nea Makri, some 60 km 
away, is a communications center with Italy 
and Spain and monitors southeastern Europe 
electronically. Heraklion on the island of 
Crete houses another communications center 
covering the eastern Mediterranean, the 
Near East and North Africa. Finally there is, 
also on Crete, the naval base of Suda Bay, 
one of the world's biggest. 

Under the circumstances. Washington is 
eager, according to diplomatic observers, to 
secure the extension of its right to these 
facilities. But the Greek side has insisted this 
question be discussed simultaneously with 
that of its prerogative if it returns to NATO's 
integrated military setup. 

Greece left the alliance's military organiza- 
tion (while remaining a member of its politi- 
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Foreign Minister Mitsotakis 

cal councils) in protest of failure on the part 
of NATO to act in the face of the Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus in 1974. To this day, 40 
per cent of Cyprus is occupied by Turkish 
forces. 

Greece recently made extension of base 


rights totheU.S. conditional on a satisfactory 
nulitaiy status within NATO, meaning in 
relation to Turkey, neighbor country and 
alliance partner but also 1 ? long-time foe. 

Greek officials fear that if they are not 
given at least equal status in regional military 
commands, Ankara might one day take 
advantage of i ts superiority to push territorial 
claims against certain parts of Greece under 
NATO cover. 

The American- Greek negotiations also 
hinge on Greek-Turkish conversations that 
had just been tentatively resumed when the 

military took over in Ankara. As a consequ- 
ence, the joint meeting between Turkey and 
Greece was rescheduled to Oct. 5 in New 
York, at foreign ministers level. 

Issues between the two countries, aside 
from Turkish a quiesce nee to an equal role for 
Greece after it returns to NATO and the 
Cyprus problem, indude contradictory 
claims to territorial waters in the Aegean Sea 
with a view to offshore oil prospecting. 

As to an extension of U.S. base rights, the 
Greeks have held out for the best possible 
terms by rejecting several successive Ameri- 
can offers. Apparently, the U.S. ambassador 
is the bearer of still another set of proposals. 

Hie U.S. military presence in Greece has 
long been opposed by both Communists and 
Socialists. However, a softening of Socialist 
opposition recently became evident when 
Andreas Papandreou, leader of the Pan- 
Hellenic movement, said base rights and 
NATO re-entry dedsions should be submit- 
ted to parliament for approval. 


French anarchists arrested in hail of bullets 


PARIS, Sept. 1 5 (AP) — A young couple 
stepped out of a limousine in a fashionable 
neighborhood, were surrounded suddenly by 
policemen and within seconds a flurry of gun- 
tire echoed through the normally peaceful 
street The young man and woman were sus- 
pected members of France's most violent 
anarchist group. Direct Action. 

“Their arrests were a major victory for 
police," police spokesman Patrick Darras 
said Sunday. “ We can' t say this is the end of 
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1-3 Bedroom 2 bath villa on 
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Direct Action but it certainly shows that we 
are closing in on them." 

Suspected terrorists Jean- Marc Rouillan, 
28 , and his companion Nathalie Menigon, 23, 
were arrested Saturday evening in Paris’ 
exclusive 16th District. Danas said their 
arrests were .the result of a patient police 
investigation that spanned several months. 

Rouillan was overpowered before he could 
reach for a loaded pistol strapped to his knee 
or a grenade by his foot in the car, police said. 
But in die confusion. Miss Rouillan managed 
to pull her Colt 45, empty it in a flurry )f shots 
and begin tiring a second weapon before she 
was subdued alongside a news photo- 
grapher’s car. 

Several news photographers happened to 
be in the neighborhood at the time of the 
shoot-out, waitingfor Princess Caroline of 
Monaco, who was scheduled to meet her par- 
ents at their nearby Paris apartment. There 
was no indication the two incidents were 
related. 

“In all. the woman fired 16 shots at the 
policemen,'' Darias said. “It's a miracle no 
one was killed.” Two tourists driving by were 
slightly injured in the exchange of gunfire. 


Direct Action first surfaced in May 1979. 
Sinoe then, the terrorist group has claimed 
responsibility for more than a dozen acts of 
violence, including attacks against the Trans- 
portation and Labor ministries in Paris and 
two tires at computer companies in Toulouse. 

“Direct Action is currently considered the 
most violent anarchist group in France 
Darras said. “The group’s members are gen- 
erally between the ages of 18 and 25, unemp- 
loyed, well educated and from all social back- 
grounds. They are knowledgeable about 
weapons, home-made explosives and detest 
the police and all other forms of authority.” 

Direct Action also is suspected of having 
links to Italy's Red Brigade terrorist group. 
Police arrested 15 suspected members of 
Direct Action in a two-day operation in late 
March. They said Rouillan, who was jailed 
from 1974 to 1977 after being convicted of 
transporting explosives, was one of the lead- 
ers of the group. 

“We don’t know how many members 
Direct Action d aims,” Darras said. “We do 
know there are more members out there and 
we are looking for them.” 


State chief 
tells Delhi 
he’s through 

NEW DELHI, Sept. 15 (AFP) — The 
leader of India's most heavily-populated 
state, U oar Pradesh, has submitted his resig- 
nation to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in the 
wake of religious and ethnic dashes which 
have left at least 150 people dead in the last 
month. 

State Prime Minister Vishvanath Pratap 
Singh, who is also chairman of the Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s Congress Party, said in his letter made 
public here Monday that the party bad suf- 
fered a “ big political setback due to these 
incidents. It will help the party to restore its 
image if its own chief minister steps down. ” 

The state leader s reagnation, dated Sept. 
13, has not yet been accepted by Mrs. Gan- 
dhi. It coincides, however, with numerous 
reports indicating that state governments set 
up by the Congress Party are facing crises,' 
notably in Andrha Pradesh, Karnataka and 
Punjab. 

It also comes as Mrs. Gandhi is tiying to 
control the dashes which erupt daily in the 
country’s northern states between Muslims 
and Hindus. Late last month, the Indian 
leader called for a change in India’s constitu- 
tion which would enable her to send the 
armed forces into zones declared “ trou- 
bled” without having to ask permission of 
the state concerned. 

Last Friday, Mis. Gandhi announced the 
setting up of a special police force dedicated 
uniquely to maintaining order between the 
different religious and ethnic groups. The 
** special force, ” made up mainly of rep- 
resentatives of die minority communities, 
particularly Muslims and “ untouchables, ” 
was pan of the election platform which 
returned Mrs. Gandhi to power in last Janu- 
ary’s elections. 

Carter aide quits 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) — Tim 
Kraft, UJS.. President Jimmy Carter’s 
national campaign manager, said he is taking 
a “leave of absence” amid reports he is being 
investigated for alleged use of cocaine. 

Kraft said he is “completely innocent of the 
charges." He said that he has “concluded that 
1 can best serve the president and avoid polit- 
ical exploitation of the false charges against 
me by taking a leave of absence from the 
campaign.” 

Kraft said he was told by the Justice 
Department last week that “matters under 
preliminary investigation by die FBI had 
been referred to the court for the appoint- 
ment of a special prosecutor, and I have now 
learned from press reports that a special pro- 
secutor has in fact been appointed.”

under constant pressure to enter politics: 
“People are putting a lot of pressure on me 
and 1 am not sure how much I would be able 
to do ... I am not inclined to enter politics 
(but) I know I can not any longer pretend 
that I can main tain what I was before..." 

Shortly after Sanjay’s death, the strong 
north- Indian Punjabi lobby launched a 
campaign to bring Menaka Gandhi the 
widow of Sanjay, into politics,. The former 
model- turned- journalist Menaka comes 
from a Punjabi family in New Delhi. 

But Mrs. Gandhi stalled the move and 
told her daughter-in-law not to indulge in 
politics. At one stage she even snubbed 
those family friends who favored Menaka’ s 
entry into politics. 

Meanwhile, a parallel campaign was 
launched to make Rajiv Gandhi the obvious 
heir apparent. The move was started by 
Rajiv’s friends already in politics and was 
quickly taken up by some of Sanjay's fol- 
lowers. Observers said they needed some- 
one dose to Mrs. Gandhi to look after then- 
interests. in the absence of Sanjay. 

Observers here feel that it will be difficult 
for Rajiv to take the place held by his 33- 
year-old brother. Rajiv is seen as being too 
gentle and lacking the cunning needed to 
survive in Indian politics — where oppor- 
tunism and corruption are often two key 
words for success, observers said. 

However, Rajiv is also seen as “dean" 
and non- controversial, and observers 
believe he will be more acceptable as a 
leader than his late brother. “Rajiv will 


definitely make a good politician ... he is 
sober and non- controversial”, commented 
Interior Minister Zail Singh recently. 

"He has in his favor the name of the 
Gandhi family and the bloodline that are 
electoral magic in India, 1 ' wrote an analyst 
recently. 

Some observers believe Rajiv will eater 
politics by contesting one of the by- 
elections due soon for a seat in the lower 
house of the Indian Parliament. Others, 
however, argue that he will be asked to 
continue for some time as an aide to his 
mother. 

Rajiv has said that since Sanjay’s death 
he has been helping his mother as a “feed- 
back" to give her information about peo- 
ple's thoughts and problems as she lacked 
the time to meet them. Mrs. Gandhi has 
publidy announced that it is up to her elder 
son to decide if he wants to enter politics. 

Born on Aug. 20, 1944, in the west coast 
city of Bombay, he was named Rajiv Ratan 
Gandhi after his maternal grandparents. As 
he grew the word “Ratan", which means 
jewel in Sanskrit, was dropped. At the age 
of 10 Rajiv was sent with Sanjay to a board- 1 
ing school. I 

In 1 962, Rajiv enrolled in a mechanical , 
engineering course at Trinity College, j 
Cambridge, England, where in 1 965 he met 
a girl from Turin, Sonia Mainoo. who was 
studying English. They were married at a 
simple ceremony in Delhi in January 1968. 
and now have a son and a daughter. 

In 1968 Rajiv joined the domestic Iodian 
Airlines as a trainee pilot.

But now the businessmen have changed 
their minds. Recently four sites for commer- 
cial and residential development in the New 
Territories were sold for $75 million. One 
reached five times the opening bid. In paying" 
such large prices, developers are following 
the example set by the Communist Chinese 
companies themselves, for Communist firms 
are among the largest investors in Hong Kong 
real estate and industry. 

China earns one-third of its foreign 
exchange in Hong Kong, through over 51) 
department stores, banks, insurance com- 
panies and other businesses. In the last two 
years. Communist firms here have invested in 
oil depots, petrol stations, a machine tool 
plant, a shipyard, and that enormous housing 
roiect. 


These are not short term investments. The 
housing estate especially will become almost 
worthless if China took over the land; Hong 
Kong people would no longer want to live 
there. If, on the other hand, the colony 
remains part of the world capitalist economy 
and property prices continue to rise at their 
present rate, the estate will be immensely 
profitable. 

China's leaders have also been at pains to 
stress that Hong Kong's future is stable. On 
the first eyer visit by a Hong Kong governor 
to Peking last year. Senior Vice- Premier Deng 
Xiaoping urged investors “to put their hearts 
at ease." This assurance has been repeated 
several times since, by former Chairman Hua 
Guofeng among others. 

The interdependency of Hong Kong and 
China has increased dramatically over the 
last 18 months. In 1979 Hong Kong's exports 
to China rose by more than 500 per cent over 
the previous year. Chinese exports to Hong 
Kong rose by 45 per cent in that period. The 
corresponding figures for the first five 
months of this year are increases of 300 per 
cent and 50 per cent. 


GRASS VALLEY. California, (LAT) - 
Visitors to the old Empire Mine, one of the 
richest gold mines in California history, are 
treated to landscaped grounds around the 
former "cottage" residence of mine owner 
William Bourn. 

State park rangers like Steve O'Brien con- 
duct daily tours of the grounds, pointing out a 
spot popular for outdoor marriages among 
local couples. 

Beyond the manicured lawns and behind 
some trees is the mine itself. To many visitors, 
the contrast is quickly evident. While the 
owners and their guests lived in baronial 
splendor, muckers, mule skinners and pow- 
dermen sweated with picks and drills in 
caverns far beneath the surface to fill the 
company coffers with gold. 

When the mine was in operation, millions 
of dollars worth of gold was chipped from 
quartz deposits in more than 367 miles of 
tunnels as deep as 1 1 .000 feet underground. 
This was no prospector's flume. It was a 
hard-rock operation pioneered by seasoned 
miners from Cornwall, England. 

Frank Knuckey, now mayor of Grass Val- 
ley, remembers the Empire well. His grand- 
father was one of those Cornish miners, and 
both he and his father worked the mine. 
These were the men who wrested riches from 
the ground long after the surface deposits had 
been taken. 

Within two years of James Marshall’s dis- 
covery of gold on the American River in 
1848, the placer gold scattered along the 
river banks and lodged in the bedrock was 
gone. Washed along countless streams from 
the snowcapped Sierra summits, an accumu- 
lation that had been gathering for centuries 
vanished as thousands combed through every 
productive region in a frantic quest for instant 
wealth. 

In their haste, they built flumes to divert 
the rivers and expose rich sand bars. This 
eroded the soil. Hydraulic machinery was 
introduced that utilized intense water pres- 
sure to level hillsides. Throughout the mother 
lode, the scars are visible today. The land is 
barren. 

As the Americans moved away from dig- 
gings no longer profitable, the patient Chin- 
ese moved in. sifting and panning the few 
remaining particles of gold. There were still 
untapped millions to be discovered, but this 


treasure was to be located only by following 
rich veins deep into the mountains. It would 
take the machinery and organization of great 
companies. The Empire Mine was one of 
them. 

The original mine was discovered in the fall 
of 1850 by a lumberman named George 
Roberts who found flecks of gold in a surface 
outcropping of quartz on the present site. 
Hundreds of miners soon flocked to Grass 
Valley, staking out the customary 40-by-30- 
foot placer claims, but they had little know- 
ledge of hard- rock mining. 

They drilled holes in the earth 20 to 40 feet 
deep, lowering themselves into these wells in 
buckets. Roberts soon game up his efforts 
selling his claim for a few hundred dollars to a 
group that consolidated neighboring claims 
and named the new property the Empire 

Mine. 

The company changed hands several times 
during the 1 850' s and '60s until it was finally 
acquired in 1871 by a businessman. William 
Bourn. His son. William Jr.. ux>k over the 
mine's management six years later after his 
father s death. 

Mining efficiency improved when the 
Cornish began arriving from England during 
the 1860 s. increasing in numbers over the 
next two decades. They settled in Grass Val- 
ley. where many of their descendants live 
today, preserving the Cornish cultural tradi- 
tions. They were rugged workers who had 
learned their skills in British tin mines and in 
digging for gold in South Africa. 

The so-called “coyote holes " used in the 
early days vanished. With picks, shovels and 
dynamite, the Cornish men burrowed down 
through solid rock, creating a labyrinth of 
tunnels that extended deeper into the earth 
with each passing year. 

This was before carbide lamps and electric- 
ity were used belowground. Illumination was 
furnished each miner by a single candle, fitted 
into holder fastened to a spike. The spike was 
thrust into an overhead timber. 

Ore was trundled through the tunnels in 
iron carts drawn by mules. Pay ranged from 
$2.50 to*53.50 a day. Knuckey entered the 
mine in 1928 when he was 18. "My first job 
was that of a mucker whose task is to fill the 
ore carts after the rocks have been broken by 
other miners," Knuckey said. “One of these 
carts could hold around 2,000 pounds. A 


good mucker could shovel a car full in less 
than six minutes. At night iny hands were 
covered with blisters. Needless to say. I've 
always hated shovels." 

Knuckey' s next job was as a mule skinner, 
caring for the animals that pulled the cars. 
"They never saw the light of day." Knuckey 
said, "alwavs living below ground. But they 
were treated kindly, as the men were fond of 
them. The mules relished tobacco and apples. 
The miners would share their lunches with 
them." 

Knuckey nearly lost his life in the Empire. 
“It happ ued in 1 933." he said. ' 1 was work- 
ing with another miner 3.8UU feet under- 
ground when 1 was trapped by a cave-in. 
Everything came down on me — rocks, tim- 
bers and earth. My partner had to go down 
another4UUfeet to another level to get help. I 
was lying there for three hours pinned under 
a large rock until they got me out. I had a 
broken pelvis, so I stayed home for four 
months. 

“When I returned to work, they assigned 
me to the same level where 1 had been 
injured. 1 made my mind to get out of gold 
mining at the first opportunity. In 1 93 S, there 
was an opening on the newly-organized 
police department in our town." 

Knuckey look the job and eventually 
became serving 26 years in that position 
before retiring and becoming mayor. 


Army ads rejected 


LONDON. Sept. 15 l AFP) — Parts of a 
promotional campaign aimed at encouraging 
young men in Britain to volunteer for the 
army have been rejected by the Defense 
Ministry because of their provocative nature. 
Marketing magazine reported here. 

Among the rejected items was a poster 
depicting a Soviet lank patrolling deserted 
streets of Kabul, Afghanistan, with a caption 
underneath in large characters reading 
“NEXT?", followed by the question "Will 
Russian tanks roar across the plains of Ger- 
many?". the journal said. 

The most controversial proposal however, 
said Marketing, was an immense photograph 
of Nazi Field Marshal Rommel in Third 
Reich army uniform above the words: "The 
British army is looking for young men with 
much the same qualities."

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ANTI- ARAB PREJUDICE 

The Amnesty International report on Israeli oppression of the 
Palestinians in the occu$ff£&T@fHiories is a truly damning document. 
The authenticated instances .iof' torture *of arbitrary collective and 
individual punish menu. are. horrifying in both scale and intensity. In 
the West Bank alone, the number of people who have been impris- 
oned since 1967 is between 20,000 and 30,000, with only 2,473 of 
them being actually charged with an offense. 

The most significant thing about the report, however, was perhaps 
not its somber content, so much as the reaction — more correctly, the 
lack of reaction — to it in the Western media. One can only imagine 
the feast the media would have made of it, had the country in 
question been an Arab or an Islamic one. The Amnesty report thus 
joins those of the United Nations, the United States State Depart- 
ment, the League of Human Rights of Switzerland and countless 
other documents all detailing the same honors — and all of them 
failing to attract Western public attention. 

This and the other cases illustrate the extent of Zionist sucoess in 
blinkering the eyes of the West in regard to the Palestine question. 
But it also exposes the anti-Arab prejudice in the West, which has 
made that success so assured and so easy to achieve. If a prestigious 
institution such as Amnesty cannot obtain a hearing, then dearly 
something has gone badly amiss. An Arab information counter- 
offensive has to be mounted, since there is no question that the 
Western media have long ago capitulated to the Zionists. 

Such an offensive will have to be a long term one. In fact, one could 
say that a start has already been made, and that it is very hopeful. In 
Britain, for instance, the three major parties are no longer private 
grounds for Zionist propagandists and their henchmen. In the Con- 
servative Party, the membership of the Conservative Council for the 
Middle East has risen to 52 MPs. while its counterpart in the Labor 
Party has 5b MPs. A start has also been made in the Liberal Party, 
whose leader, David Steel, is soon to go on a fact-finding mission to 
(he Middle East, and his itinerary indudes a meeting with Yasser 
Arafat, chairman of the PLO. 

The Arabs have to realize that any gains they are likely to make in 
this field will incite the Zionists to an even more aggressive campaign 
of disinformation — an art at which they have become acknowledged 
masters. The Liberal leader Steel is already feeling the weight of 
Zionist wrath for “daring" to meet Arafat — and not only from the 
media but from elements within his own party. Similar attacks have 
already been made on other leaders who have recognized the need to 
give the Palestinians, through their internationally acknowledged 
representative, the PLO a fair hearing. 


The conspiracy that nearly 
led to nuclear war — (III) 


(EDITOR 'S NOTE: In this third and concluding part of his investigations of the alleged 
conspiracy surrounding the Kennedy assassination, Anthony Summers reveals that the 
congressional committee looking into the true identity of the mysterious Maurice Bishop 
failed in a number if aspects).

One of the most remarkable aspects of the Bishop 
case is that congressional investigation of Phillips 
continued despite Veci ana’s denial that Phillips is 
Bishop. He failed to identify Phillips at the lunc- 
htime confrontation, and has consistently stuck to 
that position since. 

I have asked him whether Phillips is Bishop on 
three occasions in the past month. His response, 
each time was to avert his eyes, then either to 
change the subject or simply say No. Veci ana has 
sometimes hinted that he believes P hillip s “knows 
something about my case.” 

Congressional interest in Phillips continued not 
only because of Vedana, but because of remarkable 
information offered by another former CIA officer 
who once worked with Phillips. This is the former 
Miami case officer who told congressional inves- 
tigators he was “almost positive” mat Bishop was a 
cover name used by David Phillips in the CIA's 
Miami station between 1960 and 1962. According 
to the investigators, nobody suggested the name 
Phillips to die case officer — he volunteered it of his 
own accord. 

■ - The Congress Assassinations Committee pro- 
tected this key witness's identity by giving him a 
pseudonym in its published documents. He has now 
been identified, however, in a dramatic develop- 
ment sparked off by none other than David Phillips 
himself. 

On June 1 6 this year, during a television appear- 
ance with me, Phillips spoke as though he did not 
know who the witness was, exclaiming: “I certainly 
would like to have an opportunity to talk to that 
gentleman. His name is not given in the book ... “ A 
week or so later, however, Phillips told the 
Washington Post that he knew the man who had 
linked him with the cover name Bishop was a 
retired officer named Ross Crazier. Phillips 
observed that Crazier had been a heavy drinker, 
implying that Crazier was thus prone to getting his 
facts wrong. 

With Phillips' assistance, a Washington Post 
reporter then contacted Crazier at his home in 
Miami. He admitted that Phillips had been in touch 
with him recently — that he had indeed been on the 
telephone to him only minutes before die Post 
reporter arrived. Whatever the content of those 
conversations, however. Crazier is sticking to his 
story about Phillips and the Bishop cover name. 

He admits that he was formerly a heavy 
drinker, but has shown that his recall of names and 
detail is accurate. What now becomes most signific- 
ant about Crozier's statement on Phillips is the 
spontaneous way it first emerged. 

Crazier was first interviewed by congressional 
investigators during inqpiri« into ato tally different 
area of the Kennedy 'case? HoweyetA* because 
Crazier had* worked in a responsible p^J^pvolving 
antUCastro operations' at the-relevant^Siod, the 
investigator on the Vedana case derided to ask 
whether he recognized three names, including 
Bishop. Crazier at once responded : “ I remember 
the name Bishop being used, " and then asked for 
time to reflect on who had used the name. 

Later, at a second interview, he correctly pointed 
out that one of the names — thrown in as a trap — 
was in fact not a cover but an officer’s real name. At 
the same time, Crazier declared his near-certainty 
that the name Bishop was used by David Phillips. 

Phillips has also led the Washington Post to a 
former CLA covert operative hitherto identified in 
reports only as ‘BIT . He is now revealed as Barney 
Hidalgo, now living in retirement in Maryland, 
where he works as a volunteer fireman and breeds 
Japanese goldfish in his spare time. 

Hidalgo has described himself as a personal 
friend of David Phillips, with whom he was involved 
in day-to-day operations. Asked if he knew an indi- 
vidual named Maurice Bishop, Hidalgo 
responded : “ Mr. Bishop was in the organization 
but I had no personal day-to-day open relationship 
with him. Phillips, yes. Bishop, no. I knew them 
both." Hidalgo stressed that he remembered 
Bishop as being somebody other than David Phil- 
lips. 

There are discrepancies between Hidalgo’s 
statements to the Assassinations Committee and 
what he says now. The Assassinations Committee 
investigator who handled the Bishop case finds 
Hidalgo's assertions suspect, and believes Hidalgo's 
professed recall of Bishop may be a red herring 
designed to confuse the trail and to deflea attention 
from David Phillips. 

It is now dear that the Congress Assassinations 
Committee performed poorly in its investigation of 
Vedana's allegations about Maurice Bishop. Most 
notably, the committee 

* failed to take testimony on oath from CIA 
officers Crozier or Hidalgo; 


* did not conduct systematic interrogations of 
relevant CLA officers who might have confirmed 
the use of the cover name Bishop, and the real 
identity behind it; 

* failed to conduct any interview at all of a 
former customs officer, Cesar Diostado, who — 
according to Vedana — questioned him within days 
of the Kennedy assassination; 

* did not investigate the background to Veo- 
iana's narcotics conviction, which he strenuously 
insists was a frame-up ; 

* and failed to foDow up on a key lead pro- 
vided by Vedana — the identity of a prominent 
Cuban who way may have originally suggested to 
Bishop that Vedana was a promising candidate for 
CIA recruitment- 

These lapses aside, the Assassinations Commit- 
tee never traced a potentially vital witness whose 
name was provided by Vedana months before the 
committee wound up its inquiry. Vedana spoke, 
from the start, of a go-between whom he used dur- 
ing his association with Maurice Bishop. He 
explained that Bishop had always initiated their 
clandestine meetings, either by telephoning Vec- 
iana direct, or through a third person who usually 
knew where to reach Vedana. Despite repeated 
questioning, Vedana was long reluctant to identify 
this third party, saying only that it was somebody 
who “ knew that Bishop and I were partners in this 
fight because this person shared my anti- 
communist feeling. ” 

Subsequently, Vedana produced the name of the 
go-between, along with an old, invalid address in 
Puerto Rico. Although this could have led to a 
major breakthrough, the committee investigator 
handling Vedana was refused permission by senior 
staff to follow up. The mundane explanation, how- 
ever regrettable, is that the committee had run out 
of time and money. 

I recently succeeded in tracking down the 
Vetiana-Bishop go-between. The hunt, conducted 
on the basis of an old post office box number and a 
hunt through staff records, has led to the first inde- 
pendent corroboration that Vedana was indeed, as 
he claimed, in touch with somebody called Bishop. 

The woman who helped arrange meetings bet- 
ween Bishop and Vedana is now a prim grand- 
mother in her fifties, a minor functionary in a U.S. 
government administrative department. She has 
requested anonymity, and is named here only as 
Fabiola. A Cuban exile who left Havana in autumn 
1961, Fabiola worked until that year as Vedana's 
secretary at die Banco Finantiero in Havana. She 
was working for him in mid- 1960 — at the time he 
says Bishop, a U.S. intelligence officer, recruited 
him to join the underground struggle against the 
Cuban regime. At the time she knew nothing of this, 
and Vedana never mentioned the name Bishop. 

However, in her interview with me, Fabiola recal- 
led that Vedana was going to “ language courses ” 
in th^evehmg 1 . Vedana, in his earliest interviews, 
spoke of attending nightly UJS. intelligence brief- 
ings in an office building which was housed on the 
first floor of the Berlitz School of Languages. 

Fabiola. says she gradually became aware that 
Vedana was involved in subversive activities and 
soon dedded not to ask Vedana awkward ques- 
tions. 

Vedana fled from Cuba to Miami in 1961, after 
taking pan in an abortive Castro assassination plot 
which — he says — Bishop instigated, Fabiola fol- 
lowed within a few months, not as a fugitive from 
the police, but as an ordinary refugee. She settled in 
Puerto Rico, and lost touch with Vedana for a 
while. 

■ Then Fabiola, who had quickly become active in 
the fund-raising side of exile politics, received a 
tdephone call from her former boss. By now. based 
in Miami, Vedana was energetically gathering sup- 
port for the anti-Castro guerrilla group which 
would become famous as Alpha 66. Vedana asked 
Fabiola to pick up the threads of their old secretar- 
ial relationship, and to act as an answering service 
for him when he was traveling. She agreed, and in 
the months to come became familiar with the name 
Of a caller from the mainland United States. The 
name was Bishop. 

When I interviewed Fabiola, I threw out a 
□umber of inrevelant names, and added that of 
Bishop. Bishop was the only name she responded 
to, and she remembered it as somebody who would 
leave messages for Vedana. The contacts made 
through her began, Fabiola believes, in the early 
months of 1 962 — about the time of the first big 
anti-Castro rally in Puerto Rico. They continued 
sporadically, sometimes at lengthy intervals, for 
several years. 

Fabiola did not get involved, but her dear recall 
of the name Bishop stirred another instant memory. 
Bishop is firmly linked in her mind with a second 
name — Prewett. For her, "the two names are so

Counril of Medina's Islamic University. They gave 
prominence to the crown prince' s statement that 
King Khaled had ordered him to provide every 
facility for the success of the University. He also 
stressed that the Islamic University was open to 
Muslims from all parts of the world. 

In a front-page story. Al Jazirah reported that 
Iraq has denied Iran's daims about the presence of 
Egyptian soldiers in Iraqi armed forces. Al Medina 
frontpaged Iraq’s reported rejection of any Arab 

mediation in its armed conflict with Iran. Newspap- 
ers frontpaged the OPEC conference which began 
in Vienna Monday to discuss relations with emerg- 
ing nations. 

Newspaper editorials praised the speech deli- 
vered by Crown Prince Fahd at the Islamic Univcr- 
aty in Medina Sunday. They reiterated that Prince 
Fahd's patronage reflected the great importance of 
the Islamic University in promoting Islam in the 
world. Some editorials dealt with the Arab League 
Council meeting in Tunis and urged an intensifica- 
tion of efforts relating to the Arab issue, 

Al Jazirah said in an editorial that the Islamic 
University had students from more than a hundred 
nationalities, and this year the university had allo- 
cated 7,000 scholarships to students from different 
parts of the world. Okaz noted that the crown 
prince’s presence at the university reaffirmed the 
great role education had to play in the cultural 


progress of Muslims who are called upon to work 
for progress and development, eliminating any 
form of backwardness that seeped into the Islamic 
community. The paper highlighted the crown 
prince's speech which, it said, had clarified the con- 
cern of the government for the Kingdom's univer- 
sities. considering them as training for men to real- 
ize the will of Cod through the application of divine 
laws. His views would guide all who work in univer- 
sity education and Islamic activities, it added. 

In ao editorial, Al Eilad discussed Saudi Arabia's 
role in challenging any hostile attack on Islam as a 
faith and a power. It said the Kingdom has striven to 
expose the formidable powers of oolonialism. 
Communism and Zionism which persistently 
oppose Islam and its followers. The paper added 
that the crown prince provided a specific vision of 
the role of Islam in meeting such hostile challenges, 
and reaffirmed the Kingdom's consistent support 
for Islamic institutions and organizations as well as 
the unity and solidarity of the Islamic world. 

Al Nadwa hig hligh ted the concern of the coun- 
try's leadership for the university and gave promi- 
nence to the crown prince’s reaffirmation that the 
Islamic University was open to Muslims from all 
countries of the world. The paper added that the 
government had observed its religious commitment 
to its Muslim brethren and had given liberal assis- 
tance to boost projects m Medina, the aty of the 
Messenger of God. 

Dealing with the Arab League Council meeting 


in Tunis, Al Riyadh observed that the coundfs 
attention will naturally be centered on Jerusalem. It 
said Jerusalem provided a key to all other issues, 
and a settlement of this issue would presage detente 
leading to peace and stability in the region. The 
paper urged the Arabs to develop their contacts at 
the international level and work with prudence in 
economic and political spheres. 

Al Medina devoted its editorial to the forthcom- 
ing session of the U.N. General Assembly, saying 
the previous sessions had witnessed a powerful 
trend toward bringing the Palestine issue to promi- 
nence. The paper referred to die committee for the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian people as one of 
the achievements realized at the United Nations. 
The committee played a prominent role in exposing 
die atrocities of the Jews committed inside the 
occupied territory. In order to extend the role of 
this committee, the tragedy of Palestine had to be 
given full prominence, so that the world community 
would appredte the need for a solution to the prob- 
lem and for main taining peace and stability in the 
world, said the paper.' 

Al Yom touched on the subject of the U.N. failure 
•to map a development strategy for the eighties. This 
failure had its own dimensions as it provided the 
opportunity for current international crises to esca- 
late. The paper regretted that industrial states were 
draining the Third World’s raw materials at a time 
when emerging nations had ’ been urging the intro- 
duction of a new and fairer economic order in the 
world. 



definitely associated that at first she had difficulty 
remembering which was which. She says both indi- 
viduals telephoned Vedana over the same period. 
As she understood it, they were associated with 
each other, and had a mutual interest in the 
activities of Vedana’s guerrilla activities. 

Here Fabiola added intriguing details. She 
believed both Bishop and Prewett were connected 
with an American news publication, either weekly 
or monthly, based in either New York or New 
Jersey. Although she does not recall meeting either 
individual, she thinks they may have visited San 
Juan in early 1962 — when Vedana was also in 
town. Finally, she recalls that Prewett was female. 
This last detail has led to a fresh development, 
which is intriguing if incondusive. 

A check of American press directories turned up 
Virginia Prewett, a Washington journalist who has 
specialized in Latin American affairs all her life. 
She has long written extensively about the struggle 
between Fidel Castro, whom she has characterized 
as a “ betrayer, " and the Cuban exiles, whom she 
describes as the “ patriots. ” 

In summer 1963 she attended a conference on 
Cuba co-sponsored by Freedom House and the 
Citizens’ Committee for a Free Cuba. Her report on 
the conference, later inserted in the Congressional 
Record, began by quoting a call by Freedom House 
* ‘ to remove both Fidel Castro and die Soviet pres- 
ence from Cuba without delay. ” 

Prewett’s articles over the past 20 years are a 
cascade of polemic against communism, and against 
those in the United States whom Prewett has per- 
ceived as being soft on communism. In spring 1 963, 
seven months before the Kennedy assassination, 
Prewett was assailing the administration for its 
opposition to the raids monnted against Cuba by 
Vedana’s Alpha 66 guerrillas. 

On April 2 in the Washington Daily News, Prewett 
lambasted a Kennedy spokesman who had “ called 
the daring and gallant Alpha 66 raids on Cuba 
irresponsible acts " Prewett called this “an all-time 
low in pronouncement of U.S. foreign policy, ’’ and 
mocked the notion that, ** unless we stop the Alpha 
66 raids against Communist Cuba, there’ll be nuc- 
lear conflict. ” 

Three weeks later, after President Kennedy 
ordered stronger measures against would-be exile 
raiders, Prewett rushed to support the exile leader- 
ship and slated the Kennedy White House for 
assuming it had 4 4 carte blanche to create a foreign 
policy outside the nation’s popular consent. " 

The Alpha 66 raids, which so embarrassed Presi- 
dent Kennedy and which pleased Prewett, were the 
very attacks which — according to Alpha 66 leader 
V eriana — were carried out on specific instructions 
from his U.S. intelligence handler, Maurice Bishop. 
As Vedana tells it. Bishop's intention was to sub- 
vert Kennedy's plans for detente over Cuba — at a 
most perilous time, just months after the Cuban 


missile crisis had brought the world to the brink of 
nudear war. 

Prewett, whom I interviewed in Washington last 
month, says that she was dose to Alpha 66 in the 
early 1960s. She suggests that Alpha 66 was prob- 
ably backed by the CIA, while pointing out that 
Alpha 66 personnel may not have been formally 
told so. Prewett made it dear that she had once 
been very familiar with the activities of the group's 
leader, Vedana, and asked : “ Where is he now ? ” 
Later, however, she maintained that she had never 
met Vedana, nor interviewed him. 

When the name Bishop was raised in the context 
of CIA activity and Cuba, Prewett said : “ Well, 
you had to move around people like that ” When 
Bishop came up again, she said : “You mentioned 
that name .earlier. I didn' t personally know him”. 
Finally, in response to a direct question, she said she 
did riot -know Bishops Prewett repeated several 
times that she had always-avoided dose assodation 
with U.S. intelligence. 

Vedana, for his part, says he did know Prewett 
personally, and refers to her as Virginia. He asserts 
he met her “in connection with her artides” , at her 
hotel in Puerto Rico more than once, and "probably 
in Washington’'. He says he has no knowledge of 
any association between Prewett and die U.S. intel- 
ligence officer 1 he knew as Bishop. 

The search for Bishop continues. 1 

It is now exactly a year since the Congress Assas- 
sinations Committee produced its formal findings 
on the assassination of President Kennedy. So far, 
the Justice Department has failed to act in response 
to the committee’s request that it review the evi- 
dence indicating conspiracy. 

In a letter to the chairman of the committee a 
special counsel to the attorney-general said the 
delay by die department “was caused by the 
department 5 s inability to obtain a complete copy of 
the committee's report”. 

Senior sources on the committee, and my per- 
sonal knowledge, confirm that this is nonsense. The 
Justice Department was .shown the committee’s 
report before it was even setin print, and it has been 
available from the government printing office since 
last July. 

In a national television appearance to rtikmss my 
book, former committee chief counsel. Professor 
Robert Blakey, deplored the Justice Departments 
performance. He said the department is afraid to 
admit it was wrong in its detemination in 1964 that 
only one assassin was involved. They are afraid it is 
too late to identify, for the purposes of prosecution, 
who was involved. 

Blakey believes — on the contrary — that a full 
Justice Department probe could come dose to 
bringing an indictment that would secure convic- 
tion. No Justice Department action is now likely 
until after this year's presidential election. —

Gradually, as the people embraced Islam, 
isolated towns and small dries began to prog- 
ress toward a framework of national unity. 
These three mosques were used by early Mus- 
lim architects as models for mosques which 
became landmarks of every Islamic center, 
bouses of worship and notable monuments.

teristic shape and personality. They still rep- 
resent die Islamic style of architecture, and 
crystalize its features. 

Mosques generally varied to some extent in 
plan and style but always retained the same 
basic features. One of the main reasons for 
this standarization of form is found in the 
annual pilgrimage to mecca. 

The structural plan of a mosque took the 
shape of a rectangular open court enclosed on 
the four sides by vaulted halls or cloisters, 
surrounded by a wall with gates. The rite is 
open to the courtyard or “sahn," usually 
covered with woven mats or rugs.

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arched and exquisitely decorated, there are 
plumbing systems sometimes in the form of 
beautiful fountains. These are mainly to pro- 
vide water for performing the “wudu ‘ (- 
ablution) which is a necessary preliminary to 
the prayers. 

Mosques, as sacred bouses, must be con- 
structed in a way that enables the believers to 
face "Qiblah,” the ordained direction for 
worshipping the Lord. The direction of 
Mecca or more precisely the Kaaba, symbol 
of- spiritual power, is indicated by a niche 
( ‘mihrab") in the appropriate wall. 

The wall is generally covered with mosaics, 
and the frame of the niche is almost invari- 
ably adorned with Quranic verses. Next to 
the niche in the wall stands a stepped pulpit or 
" minibar" which takes the form of a throne. 
From here the Imam delivers his sermon. 

The external characteristics of the mosque 
feature minarets (“mazzanah”) and domes 
(“guba"). The minaret is a tall, pencil- shaped 
toweT usually built over the doorway. The 
interior space is taken up by a spiral staircase 
leading up to a l anding . Some minarets con- 
tain more than one landing. They are fine 
pieces of architecture believed to be pointing 
to heaven and God, and are used for giving 
out the call to prayer (“adhan"). 

Domes were adopted and became one of 
the most remarkable features of Islamic 
architecture. Usually there is a central dome 
with smaller domes tapering at die top in 
harmony with the minarets. Most domes are 
covered with dazzling glazed tiles and a sub- 
structure of glass mosaic, incorporating 
arched windows of coloured glass. The domes 
are awe-inspiring, designed to lift the Mus- 
lim’s eyes to heaven. l die seat of God.’ 

Arab domes, which gave Muslim cities a 
mood of poetic reverie, influenced the design 
of the Gty of the Sun, a Utopian dty con- 
ceived by Toramaso Campanula (1568- 
1639) an Italian Renaissance philosopher 
and poet. Some Islamic dries are covered 
with massive domes and lofty minarets rising 
above the flat-roofed towns. 

A few of the minor arts also contributed in 
one way or another to the architecture of the 
mosque: stucco, glazed tiles, metal and wood 
for instance were employed to create 
geometric and epigraphic designs of great 
intricacy, delicacy and charm. 

Muslim interest in mathematics shows in 
the use of complicated geometrical patterns 
to cover walls that would otherwise remain 
bare. This style, termed “arabesque,” influ- 
enced European designs from the end of the 
Middle Ages. 

The Arabic language, the language of the 
revelation of the Quran, was also used in the 
form of calligraphy to decorate islamic 
architecture. Inscriptions were written at 
important places such as the entrance gates, 
around the ‘mihrab' niche and below the 
dome. 

Not only verses from the Quran were used: 
Arabic characters often also expressed the 
purposes of the building through prose or 
verse, sometimes adding the name of the 
ruler, the date and the architect. 

The craftsmen of medieval Europe flatter- 
ingly imitated Arab calligraphy and so came 
unwittingly to adorn the coin of a European 
(ting and even the cross, undoubtedly not for 
i ts Islamic message but for the sake of decora- 
tion. 

The building of mosques is credited to the 
divine guidance of Islamic architects and 
their skills. These architects worked as 
mathematicians, astronomers, craftsmen, cal- 
ligraphers, illuminators and instructors, their 
genius always in harmony with the faith and 
needs of rich princes. 

The mosque, spiritual center of early Mus- 
lim cities, crystalizes the Islamic style 
architecture, while its primary function 
remains that of a place where man prostrates 
himself before God.

Kuwait hits West 


over energy policy

LONDON, Sept. 15 — The world sindus-;- 
trialized oarioos avoid tackling Third World 
development, and are only concerned with 
their own energy problems, claims a Kuwaiti 
minister. 

. Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa al Sabah 

stated that in future dialogues the developed 
countries of the North must acknowledge 
that the economic problems of the South's 
emergent countries are more urgent than the 
energy situation, a tired didie. 

Speaking at an Oxford seminar on the eve 
of the Vienna OPEC meeting. Sheikh Sabah 
called for greater representation for the 
South in the international financial and 
development agencies, more financial aid 
from North to South and an end to die protec- 
tionism of Northern trade. 

Governed by its obsession with energy, the 
North had tried, whether in the U.N., 
UNCTAD or the U-N.’s other spedalized 
agencies at the 27-nation North-South Paris 
meetings, to drive a wedge between die oil 
and non-oil developing nations. The OPEC 
countries, although convinced that they 
belong to the South, had not yet found the 
confidence to lead the South in achieving ‘a 
fair deaT, he said. 

The results of these different attitudes 
could be seen in the proportionately larger 
sums given by OPEC members to the 
developing world, the imbalance in agencies 

like the IMF and the IBRD in favor of the 
North, and the North’s restrictive measures 
against trade from the South. 

“In the last few years, the abyss between 
North and South has widened even further” , 
he continued. “Protectionism and isolation- 
sim in the North have resurfaced in the seduc-

rive guise of political and economic realism." 

But just as the Brandt Report argued , a 
more balanced relationship between North 
and South should be recognized as also bene- 
ficial to die North, be said, stressing that he 
was not unveiling a new bar^iining position 
for OPEC and the South. Rather than philan- 
thropy, which is acceptable to neither North 
□or South, self interest could form a base for 
fruitful dialogue between the two.

ROME, Sept. 15 (AFP) — The Engineer- 
ing Workers’ Confederation and the Fiat 
management have found a general formula 
which could avoid the outright sacking of 

15,000 of the motor group's 141,000 work- 
ers. 

The idea is that jobs would be found for 
these workers in other companies in and 
around Turin. For several days tile unions 
were unwilling to discuss the proposal, but 
they are now prepared to do so provided 
die jobs switch does not turn out to be sacking 
in disguise. 

Hopeful 


The two sides were meeting here Monday 
at the ministry of labor. The minister. Franco 
Foschi, has said he is “reasonably hopeful" 
that agreement will be readied on the 
detailed means of transferring the Fiat people 
to other jobs. 

Originally, the Fiat management was 

unf orth co ming on its production run-down 
details. This led to the widespread belief that 

24,000 workers would be laid off for a period 
of 1 8 months. Fiat estimated it would have to 
cut output by one-fifth next year, in view of 
the substantial big car stocks that have been 
building up. 

Blow 


As the unions hardened their stance, so did 
the Fiat management, announcing the dis- 
missal of some 1 5,000 workers. This came as 
a severe blow to the personnel, just when 

78,000 workers had been laid off for a week. 

A trial of strength seemed inevitable, but 
on Friday, with Fiat workers demonstrating 
outside their plants, management and unions 
appeared ready to get round die table and 

talk. 

The management had for months been 
warning that some kind of staff cut was round 
the comer. It noted a general drop in demand 
for cars in Western Europe, competition 
from a Japanese car range dosely similar to 
Flat’s, and international problems within the 
Turin-based group. 

Suffered badly 

The management has affirmed that Fiat 
suffered badly from strike action last year, 
during which output of 100,000 vehicles was 
lost at a moment when demand was just 
about keeping up. 

While Fiat auto last year gained 3 3 per- 
centage points on the Italian market to 
achieve a penetration of 51 per cent, sales to 
other West European markets declined and 
stocks accumulated. 

Last year Fiat auto recorded a loss of 
92,700 million lire $110 million) cm a tur- 
nover of 7,052 mini on lire (roughly $9,000 
million). Output was 1310,000 private and 
co mm ercial vehicles, a drop of one per cent.

Worried

NEW YORK. Sept. 15 (R) — The United 
States recession, which has sapped the vitality 
of the world's largest economy this year, may 
be almost over, although the road to recovery 
will be long and bumpy. 

This is the view of a growing number of 
economists and government ora rials, who 
feel the patient's vital signs are at last cause 
for optimism. 

A leading Carter administration economist 
says -the recession is officially over. Dr. Cour- 
tenay Slater, the Commerce Department’s 
chief economist, told a press conference last 
Friday the U.S. gross national product, or 
total output of goods and services, would 
increase moderately in the third quarter of 
the year. 

The recession pushed unemploment levels 
well over seven per cent to above eight mil- 
lion as key industries — notably cars, housing 
and steel — were forced to curtail operations 
when business dropped off. 

But despite the optimism that the recession 
has run its course, experts caution that any 
improvement in the economy will be slow and 
that some recessionary factors are likely to 
impede recovery past the end of the year. 

Charles Schultze, chairman of President 
Carter’s Council of Economic Advisers, told 
Congress a week ago there were numerous 
signs the recession was slowing down and 
would hit bottom before long. 

He cited an increase in car sales of about 20 
to 25 per cen t since June, a 40 per cent rise in 
housing starts since May and an unemploy- 
ment rate that has stabilized in the 7.6 to 7.8 
per cent range for the last four months. 

Treasury Secretary G. William Miller said 
these positive factors meant the recession was 
virtually over, while William Cox, deputy 
chief economist for the Commerce Depart- 
ment, said- “There's a good deal of evidence 
the economy has hit bottom and recovery 
may have begun in August. 7 ' 

The government economists are not alone 
in their optimism. Henry Kaufman, an 
influential economist who is a partner in the 
investment banking firm of Salomon 
Brothers, recently predicted that the reces- 
sion would hit bottom this month. 

Another economist, Edgar Fiedler, of new 
York’s Authoritative Conference Board, is 
even more positive. “The recession is over. 
The recovery has begun," he said. 

While it is dear that the worst erf the reces- 
sion has passed, many economists are still 
concerned about the strength and timing of 
.the recovery due to inflation and the fact that 
many of the United States? trading partners 
are still experiencing an economic slowdown. 

“The chances of substantial US. exports 
growth in 1981 are diminish ed m many parts 
of the world, taking away a source of margi- 
nal economic growth," said Donald Carver, 
vice president of Philadelphia’ s Girard Bank. 
Carver said that Britain was already techni- 
cally in a recession, West German economic 
growth in the second half of 1980 would be 
considerably lower than in die first halt and 
Japan was in a period of adjustment although 
not necessarily a recession. 

A recession is defined as any period when a 
country’s gross national product — the total 
output of goods and services — declines for 
two consecutive quarters. This happened in 
the second quarter of 1980 in the United 
States. 

Another factor which w Si slow the US. 
economic recovery is that business has yet to 
feel the full impact of the recession, although 
consumers appear to be emerging from the 
downturn. 

“This has been a two-stage recession. The 
consumer stage is over but the business stage 
is still on," said Irwin Kellner, senior vice 
president of Manufacturers Hanover Trust, 
the country’s fourth largest bank. 

One reason businesses are still bring hurt 
by the recession is that they have excess 
inventories of raw products, and finished' 
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goods which .must be worked through before 
production levels can return to normal. The 
inventories rose when consumers, faced with 
government controls on borrowing, reduced 
purchases earlier this year. Businesses, m 
turn, have had to reduce their own produc- 
tion levels to compensate for the reduced 
demand. 

. Consumer spending has "revived somewhat 
since the control were removed in July, 
economists said, raring a 13 per cent rise in 
retail sales in August after a 3.1 per cent 
increase in July. 

. The decline in consumer credit also slowed 
down in July following a steep $3.46 billion 
drop in June. 

However, consumer spending is still too 
weak to make a significant dent in business 
inventories and economists feel it may take 
another six to nine months before supply and 
demand are balanced. 

Because consumer spending is expected to 
remain weak, economists are predicting that 
businesses will be forced to make farther 
production cuts over the next few months. As 
a result, unemployment rates may rise later 
this year and in 1981 , with some estimates as 
high as 8.5 per cent, *nri this would further 
contribute ro slack consumer spending. 

The economists believe the relatively low 
consumer spen ding levels, coupled with a 
decline in corporate profits, have also caused 
companies to lower their plans for capital 
spendiqg and this will further slow the road to 
recovery. 

Any resurgence in consumer spending, of 
course, will have a beneficial effect on busi- 
ness activity and would help foreigners 
exporting to the U.S. But the extent to which 
this occurs depends largely on what happens 
to inflation rates in the coming months, they 
said. 

John Wilson, senior vice-president of 
Chase Manhattan the country’s third largest 
bank, estimated that U.S. inflation will be 9 
to 10 per cent next year, little changed from 
this year. Wilson and other economists say 
that skyrocketing food costs could be a par- 
ticular problem as the country emerges from 
recession. 

There is also some concern that the recent 
rise in interest rates, designed to check any 
resurgence of inflation, could damage recov- 
ery, especially in the housing market and bus- 
iness investment. 

The co mm ercial banks’ prime lending rate 
to file best corporate borrowers was recently 
moved back to 12V* per cent, and die Federal 
Reserve Board, the country's central bank, is 
anxious that the money supply should uot 
expand too fast 

There is some concern in financial markets 
about die possibility of renewed inflation that 
might' stem from tax cuts promised by. die 
rival candidates for the presidency. 

Carter’s latest economic strategy showed 

him mindful of infla ti on as a Hang er, although 

under heavy pressure from his own Democra- 
tic Party liberals to step up jobs programs. 
Carter has opted for a modest short term 
boost for jobs. 

His program, if he is re-elected, also 
includes an investment-inducing business tax 
cut and empbaarog promoting industrial vit- 
ality in depressed -regions: ’ ThVSunf' ^“to ' 
restore America’s record loss of productivity 
over the long term. 

Carter has been telling voters they must 
forego income tax cuts beyond 198 1 in order 
to reduce inflation. 

Republican candidate Ronald Reagan, on 
the other hand, wants, across-the-board tax 
cuts immediately to stimulate the economy. 

Paul Volcker, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, said early this month that a 
recovery in die U.S. economy would be 
short-lived iff it was accompanied by a fresh 
burst of price rises. He said the size of any tax 
cut in 1981 must be dosely linked to restraint 
fa gcaternment. spending. ’

■ . 7 America's Cup, sport's longest con- 
f melodrama and one of its most lop- 
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sided, begins for real on Tuesday after 
months of preliminary racing on Rhode 
Island Sound, lfs Conner in Freedom versus 
Jim Hardy in Australia. 

“We know Australia was competitive with 
Courageous in 1977. and we also know 
they've made some changes." Conner said. 
“Hardy’s back, and he's an experienced guy, 
a wonderful, hardworkingnian. They have an 
experienced after-guard, and they know their 
boat well.'" 

Even more important, however, was the 
lengthy series among four boats that 
occupied the challengers in the earlier pan of 
the summer, Conners feels. 

“This has beeD the most extensive series 
ever for the challengers," Conner says. 
“They know if their boat is competitive, they 
have a chance to win. We see a strong chal- 
lenge team.” 

Since 1851 when the schooner America 
sailed to England and bested 14 British 
schooners and cotters around the isle of 
Wight, die United States has held what has 
become known as the America's Cup. It is 
sailboat raring 1 s most revered trophy . and the 
New York Yacht Cub bas no intention of 
letting it get away. . 

On die other side of the coin is San Bond, 
western Australian land developer who put 
together the Australia challenge. Bond is 
returning for the second time to Newport, 
where he has lost twice, in 1974 with South - 
era Cross and in 1977 with Austriaha. 

“Because of die good sportsmanship of the 
other challenger, we can look forward this 
year to a very competetive final ” Bond has 
said. 

Conner, a former Olympic sailor who won 
a bronze medal in 1 976, believes the previous 
years' lack of competition among foreign 
boats was. the key to Ame rican success. 

“The biggest single thing recently has been 
die intense selection series for potential 
defenders,” Conner said “The foreigners 
finally figured it out this year." 

Until 1970, the challenger had to make do 
with practicing alone. In 1970, the New York 
Yacht Club accepted more than one chal- 
lenge for die first time. Since then, the 
number of foreign entries has grown steadily, 
until this year, four countries reached the 
sweepstakes — Australia, France, Swden and 

En glan d. 

Conner was a tactician aboard defender 
Courageous in 1974, and knows only too well 
the benefits of serious competition during the 
summer preceding the race. 

* 'Courageous arid Intrepid had a fantastic 
series in *74," he said. “It was an intense 
campaign, and both crews were sharp. They 
put us through the ringer, and we came up 
very sharp against Southern Cross (Bond's 
first Cup challenger).** 

Freedom, a new boat, and Australia have 
not raced together before, so Conner says 
very little is known of their relative boat 
speeds.

There are times when you 
must have the courage of your 
convictions and make what 
appears to be a losing play. 
For a good example, take this 
case jvbere .West had to play 
exceptionally welt "to defeat 
the contract. 

West made the normal lead 
of a heart against three 
notrump. Declarer played low 
from dummy and East won 
the trick with the king. When 
East returned the ten of hearts 
South followed low, and at this 
point West made the 


extraordinary play of the 
queen of hearts! 

West realized that he was 
handing South an extra heart 
trick by overtaking his 
partner's ten of hearts with 
the queen. He knew that South 
had the heart jack. But West 
realized at the same time that 
if he made the normal play of 
ducking East's ten, his 
partner would be unable to 
lead a third heart to force the 
ace out of dummy. 

Declarer could do no better 
than win the heart queen with 
the ace, lead a club to his ace , 
and return a diamond. West 
followed low, of course, and 
dummy’s ten won the trick as 
East followed suit with the 
eight to indicate a doubleton 
diamond. 

South's only remaining hope 
was to find the dubs divided 3- 
3. Accordingly, he played the 
king and another club. This 
did not work out well when the 
dubs proved to be divided 4-2. 
South later established his 
fifth dub as a trick, but he 
finished with only eight tricks. 

Now let's go back to trick 
two and see what happens if 
West plays the eight of hearts, 
not tbe queen. East’s ten of 
hearts wins and he probably 
shifts to a low spade at trick 
three. Declarer wins, forces 
out the ace of diamonds, and 
easily scores nine tricks 
consisting of four diamonds, 
two spades, two dubs and a 
heart

Majlis to insist on apology 


TEHRAN, Sept. 15 (R) — The speaker of 
the Iranian parliament Monday said the 
assembly would “definitely" add to the con- 
ditions set by revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini for die release of the American 
hostages. 

Hojatolestam Has he mi Rafsanjani said the 
parliament, which is expected to start debate 
on the fate of the 52 hostages -this week, 
would insist on an apology from the United 
States for its former involvement in Iran. In a 
statement last Friday, the ayatollah made no 
mention of an apology and said the hostages 
could be freed if the United States returned 
the late Shah's wealth, unblocked frozen Ira- 
nian assets, dropped claims against Iran and 
promised not to interfere in Iran's internal 
affairs. 

But when asked at a news conference 
Monday whether parliament's conditions 
would be the same as the ayatollah's, the 
speaker said- “No. Definitely, there are more 
conditions. The imam has not mentioned all 
the conditions and he has delegated the issue 
to the Majlis" , he said. 

Rafsanjani, a leader of the hard-line 
Islamic Republican Party (IRP), said: “ What 


Afghan crew 


seeks asylw 


from Bonn 


BONN, Sept. 15 (R) — The crew of a 
state-owned Ariane Afghan Airlines plane 
said they would ask for political asylum in 
West Germany, a television report said. 

The ARD Network news broadcast quoted 
the chief pilot Sunday as saying more than 
250 of the airline's personnel had already 
defected. The airline had only seven pilots 
left and could not maintain its international 
schedule, he said. 

The pilot said his crew were to have taken 
over a DC- 10 airliner at Frankfurt to fly it to 
Kabul but they all intended to stay in West 
Germany. He and other Ariane colleagues 
claimed that the Soviet-backed Afghan gov- 
ernment had forced them to fly arms, 
ammuniction and troops to areas where fight- 
ing was going on with Afghan, the network 
said. 


U.S. explosives 


experts help in 


Philippines probe 


MANILA, Sept. 1 5 (AH') — American 
explosives experts have joined in investiga- 
tions into a wave of bombings in Manila, fol- 
lowing the arrest of a U.S. citizen of suspicion 
of being the ringleader of a terrorist group, 
informal sources said Monday. 

The suspect, 35-year-old Victor Lovely, 
was arrested after a bomb he was allegedly 
priming exploded in his dormitory room, the 
sources said. 

Three American explosive experts were 
reported to have begun examining the timing 
devices, blasting caps, and documents confis- 
cated from Lovely and two of his younger 
brothers. Romeo, 24. and Baltazor, 20. 

An official at the U.S. Embassy here said: 
“Embassy officers have been in touch with 
Philippines police authorities, as is the nor- 
mal practice in cases where an American citi- 
zen has been arrested.” 

According to police sources. Lovely was 
believed to be the ringleader of a terrorist 
group calling itself the “April -6 Liberation 
Movement." He had more than once entered 
the country by way of Dark Field U.S. Air 
Force Base. 82 kilometers north of the capi- 
tal. the sources said. 

The bombings last week killed an Ameri- 
can woman and injured some 30 Filipinos in 
and around the capital. The largest number of 
injured were reported at a crowded depart- 
ment store in the suburbs, where a bomb 
exploded near a checkout counter.

TOKYO. Sept. 15 (AP) — A Japanese 
lane searching for a missing 91,654-ton 
British freighter with iip to 48 persons aboard 
potted an oil slick in waters southwest of 
apan late Monday, but authorities could not 
onfirm the source of oil. 

A spokesman for John Swire and Sons 
.td., of Japan, agent for the missing Derby - 
'tire, said the vessel may have sunk in 
yphoon Orchid which lashed the area a 
reck ago. It was carrying iron ore from 
Canada. 

Maritime Safety Agency officials said they 
ispatchcd a reconnaissance plane to the area 
bout 4S2 kilometers southeast of Naha, 
I kina wa, where the Derbyshire made last 
ontact with its owner Bibby Tankers Ltd. of 
jverpool. England, six days ago. 

The officials said a 3.800-ton patrol boat 
quipped with a helicopter was heading for 
re scene to investigate the slick — several 
ilometers long and one kilometer wide — - 
nd to search the area for debris. The ship 
ras off Okinawa at 7 a.m.

Speaker Rafsanjani 
said Tuesday's Majlis session would “decide 
the manner of discussions'' about the hos- 
tages, following Sunday’s recommendation 
by the foreign affairs committee that some 
form of debate should be started. 

“We will decide whether the ’Majlis will, 
itself, discuss the issue or a special commission 
will do it. What form the procedure will take 
will be decided by the Majlis,” he said. 

The speaker said the hostages were now 
the main issue on the assembly's agenda. The 
foreign affairs committee of parliament, in a 
reply to an appeal from 187 U.S. congress-

Nurses halt walkout 


Zimbabwe swept by violence 


SALISBURY, Sept. 15 (Agencies) A 
wave of grenade attacks, shootings, stonings, 
and a kidnapping left scores injured during 
the worst weekend of violence since inde- 
pendence five months ago. 

"If s like tallying up casualties after, a 
weekend in the war." one white police officer 
said, referring to the seven-year guerrilla 
conflict that ended with a British-organized 
cease-fire last January. 

In the worst single incident, when a gre- 
nade exploded Saturday night in a crowded 
hall at Chitungwiza blade township 16 
kilometers south of here, 27 persons were 
injured — three critically. It was the second 
grenade attack in three days in the township, 
where temporary relocation is planned for up 
to 17.000 armed men who fought in the war. 

Five other grenades injured ten persons in 
three separate inddents Sunday night in 
Salisbury's black townships.

Warsaw posts rules for trade unions 


WARSAW, Sept. 15 (AP) — The Polish 
government has announced rules for legally 
setting up new independent, self-governing 
trade unions which are being .formed 
throughout the country after settlement of 
the Baltic coast strikes. 

The procedures, approved by the council 
of ministers Saturday and reported by the 
official Polish news agency Sunday, mean that 
labor unions can be legally established out- 
ride the framework erf the central council of 
trade unions 

According to PAP, the new unions must 
register with the court of the dty of Warsaw 
instead of with the trade union council as 
under the former regulations. The court will 
have the authority to reject applications for 


registration by groups it deems are “hostile to 
socialist Poland and 'the constitution 

PAP said the court would also have die 
authority to cancel registrations if the “ activ- 
ity and structure" of the unions are later 
found to be “not consistent with the law.”. 
Butin both cases, PAP said, the new unions 
would have the right of appeal to a higher 
.court 

The unions must submit to die court in 
writing a list of their “activists” and their 
addresses, as well as the “framework of the 
union's activities” and other details, PAP 
reported. “From the moment of registration, 
the trade union becomes a legal body,” PAP 
said.

LONDON, Sept. 15 (AP) — Gold prices 
fefl $15 and the dollar strengthened on most 
world finance markets Monday. Dealers 
attributed gold's decline to predictions by 
several dl ministers at the Organization erf 
Petroleum Exporting Countries’ conference 
in Vienna that oil prices are not likely to rise 
immediately because of the current glut on 
world markets. 

London’s five bullion houses fixed the 
morning gold price at $672.50 a troy ounce, 
down sharply from last Friday s dosing $687.

Miami-bound jet pilot 
rolls hijacker’s bluff 


MIAMI, Sept. 15 (AP) — A Cuban exile 
who came to the United States in the early 
1960’s was arrested Sunday night at Miami 
International Airport after an Eastern Air- 
lines pilot called a hijacker’s bluff and 
ignored a demand that he fly to Havana, an 
FBI spokesman said. 

“He said he wanted to go to Havana and 
had placed a bomb somewhere,” FBI special 
agent William Nettles said. 

The short, dean-shaven,- dark-haired man 
was identified as Carlos Jesus Figueroa, 45, 
of Tampa. After being interrogated by the 
FBI, Figueroa shouted out as he was bustled 
into a waiting car, “People in this country are 
going to die.” 

When asked why he tried to go to Havana, 
he replied, “Because I didn’t want to live in 
this country." 

Netties said authorities had not deter- 
mined whether there actually was a bomb. 
Initial reports indicated the note had 
threatened that an explosion would be set off 
in Tampa if the jet weren’t taken to Havana. 

It was the second inddent involving an 
Eastern flight Sunday, coming just hours 
after a 43-year-old Cuban refugee was stop- 
ped at a security checkpoint at the Orlando 
airport and turned over to the FBI when 
authorities found a bottle of what appeared 
to be gasoline.
